The coHlii was placed 
on a caisson drawn by four wliite 
horses, and the tlag of his country 
gracefully draped around the casket.

I uneral dirK^ Then came the firing 
■iiiuad, compased of a Hie uf eigbt men 
In full dress uniform, and these were 
followed by a full company of soldiers 
•veariii;; dress coats, and white gloves 
After the atleiuling minister liad pre 
formed his p:!rt at tlie mave, conclud- 
ing wit h "E irt li U) eartii, ashes to 
ashes, dubt to dus','' tlie stjuad then 
iired three volleys over the grave, and 
the bugler in the distance sounded 
"taps," "ligbU oat."
